On 9/11/68 ME 338-R(Ghetto) orally advised 
SA WILLIAM H. LAWRENCE that at the Blaek United Front (BUF) ■ 
meeting h©ld at Clayborn Temple, 280 Hernando, on the night 
of 9/10/68, about 200 to 250 persons were present. The meeting 
w&m dominated! by Black Organizing Project (BOP) and its cell, 
the levaders.

added that CHRIS A TURNER 9 male Negro, 

announcer for WDIA and recently a Black Knight, spoke. 
He said he represented a nara group called TIGER 3 which he 
said is a violent group. He said the police have threatened 
him but this did not scare him. He said the police took his 
"young America Speaks" program from him, with the cooperation 
of WDIA Manager BERT FERGUSON and said FERGUSON got mad after 
he had the Invaders on his program. He said, "Don't 
let BERT FERGUSON fool you; that he is probably a GEORGE 
WALLACE supporter," TURNER claimed FERGUSON claimed TURNER f s 
life had been threatened and this was why his program was being 
taken off, TURNER said he was going to become more militant. 
One woman in the audience said blacks should boycott WDIA^ 

One woman from WOMEN said some school children in 
Marks, Mississippi, had been arrested. She wanted financial dona, 
tions for them. The Invaders said they needed money (meaning 
the Invaders); she said SCLC would help them, 

CABBAGE also spoke, explaining BUF would unite 
the entire black community. He wanted to set up officers. 
They badly need a meeting place and want to get a permanent 
building, CABBAGE and JOHN B 9 SMITH urged all to go to 
Carver High School at 3:30 p,m, , 9/11/68, to pull all 
black students out of school in defiance of Principal R, B, 
THOMPSON, They said THOMPSON is not only one at fault as 
some of the teachers are the ones who take the kids to the 
office, SMITH said if Carver burn % BUF or BOP or the Invaders 
will be blamed*
